The editorial page of the World baa 
long had a national reputation for un­ 
deviating support of Democratic prin­ 
ciples, hostility to Wall street, and the 
moat loyal and rigorous assistance to 
President Wilson. The World says: 
"Revolution by Ultimatum." 
The plan of the railroad brother­ 
hoods for taking over the ra ii road 
properties of the country is a straight- 
out adventure into Soviet economic*. 
It contemplates collective ownership, 
hut cla^s operation and control, which 
is at the foundation of the Soviet sys­ 


tem. 
Tile American people, through their 
Government, «re to buy the railroads 
from the private owners and turn these ! 
properties over to the railroad em- 
ployees to manage and operate. 
In 
consideration of an investment of ap­ 
proximately $20,UU>,(100,000 the Gov- 
ernment Is to appoint one-third of the 
directors, and Hie public is to share 
In such savings in the cost of opera­ 
tion as may remain after the em­ 
ployees have paid themselves w hit 
they think their services ought to be 
worth. 


j 
The spirit In which Hie program is 
put forth may be Inferred from a state­ 
ment made by B. Al. Jewell, acting 
president of the railroad employees' 
1 department of Hie American I edera- 
tion of l^ttbor, in which lo* said that if 
President W ilsons suggestion to Con­ 
gress was carried out “we will tie up 
the railroads so tight that they will 
never run again if that legislation is 
passed.” 
It might have been Trotzky 
himself speaking to a bourgeoise that 
had offered mild and academic objec­ 
tions to being despoiled. 
Who Is the Government? 
Before any railroad plan can he 
worked out one highly essential fact 
must he established—namely, whether 
the sovereign power of Hie I ailed 
Slates is vested in Government and in 
the American people or whether it is 
vested in the railroad brotherhoods. 
For three years now the brother­ 
hoods have assumed that Hie sovereign 
power was vested iii them, and Con­ 
gress baa provided them with excel­ 
lent 
reasons 
for 
that 
assumption. 
When the railroad employees in the 
critical period of the summer of Ibid 
demanded 
an 
eight-hour 
day 
and 
threatened a general strike, President 
Wilson sent a message to Congress in 
which he urged that the eight-hour 
day he made the basis of work and 
wages, but he made four other pro­ 
posals, one of which called for— 
“An amendment to the existing Fed­ 
eral statute which provides for the 
mediation, conciliation and arbitration 
of such controversies as the present 
by adding to it a provision that In 
ease the methods of accommodation 
now provided for should fail, a full 
public investigation of the merits of 
every sinh dispute should he institut­ 
ed and completed before a strike or 
lockout may he lawfully attempted.” 
Try to Intimidate Congress. 
Congress refused to enact this legis­ 
lation because the labor leaders ob­ 
jected to it, and now we have a situa­ 
tion iii which a labor leader can threat­ 
en to “tie up the railroads so tight that 
they will never run again” if Congress 
presumes to pass un act to which the 
brotherhood autocracy objects as un- 
equal to Its imperative demands.

secured by Dr. Frank M. Chapman of 
the scientific staff of the American 
museum. The group was constructed 
from 
photographs and 
notes made 
during his investigations, and from 
specimens .secured by him. Flamingoes 
occur In the warmer parts of both 
hemispheres. The American flamingo 
—the most brightly colored of the 
genus—ranges from the Bahamas and 
southern Florida to Brazil and the 
Ga la (lagos. 
For nests flamingoes erect curious 
mounds of mud. from 8 to 13 inches 
high, and measuring about 22 inches 
in diameter af the base and 14 inches 
across tile top. 
A depression, about 
one Inch deep, In the top of tile nest, 
holds the single egg. laid in May. Borh 
male and female Incubate. When tile 
young are hatched they are covered 
with a down like that of young ducks. 
They develop their brilliant plumage 
In their second year. For their first 
three or four days they remain In the 
nest. and are fed by the parents on 
predigested

and trom w ater but a small nom >er of 
m aterials required

From these sources th ey only obtain 
carbon, In lr gen, oxygen and a veiy 
small amount o f nitrogen. 
All m aterial 
substances 
and 
the 
g re a te r part of the nitrogen, 
required 
in the production 
or several organic 
compounds for the grow th of plants, 
m ust be supplied by the soil. 
Since all 
plants contain a certain 
am ount of m aterial derived from 
the I 
soil, it follows th a t this soil m ust in 
all eases sustain a corresponding loss. , 
Hence, from every cultivated crop the 
soil sustains a loss p ro p o rtio n ate to 
the abundance and 
richness of 
the 
produce, and when the products* of the 
crop ar** sold and nothing returned, no 
m a tte r how fertile the land m ay be, it 
will sooner or later show sym ptom s of 
exhaustion. 
Even should the crops, or p arts of 
them, be consumed and th ejresidue not 
applied to the soil, then th e loss of 
of fertility is inevitable.

m ore exhausting 
than e th e r crops, «a they lem ove from 
the soil during their grow th

A nother m a tte r connected with the 
exhaustion of 
the soil bv culture, is 
the well known fact th a t the soil may 
become depleted in reference to one 
crop and y e t be fertile to another. 


The cause of the inability of the 
soil to produce m any successive crops 
of the sam e Kind is explained by the 
simple fact, th a t a soil which has su f­ 
fered from a drain upon one or tw o of 
its constituents for the developm ent 
of a certain crop, 
will be unable to 
furnish the additional quality of sam e 
m aterials requisite for 
the healthy 
grow th of 
the second crop of sam e 
kind. 
Still, its stock of o th e r su b ­ 
stances being undiminished it is fully 
capable of responding to the dem ands 
of some o th er croo th a t may 
require 
different set of m aterials. 
Besides the ch a racter of m aterial a 
crop ex tra cts from the soil, its place 
in a series of crops is regulated by the 
capabilities and habits of the plant 
composing it. 
It is well known th a t different kinds 
of plants are very unlike in their ability 
of providing for them selves in seeking 
for their food contained in the 
soil. 
Thus some plants are helpless and 
languish for w an t of food unless it is 
placed within easy reach. 
O thers again are industrious,

food is a t all to be had,

search tor it and

purpose th y send their roots down in
